A native of Kenmore, NY, Donald A. Ray, 
WA2PKS, is best known in the local ham radio 
circles as the modest printer of our professional- 
looking RaRa RAG.

He re-located to 
Rochester in 1948, immediately after graduating 
from RIT’s Department of Publishing & Printing. 
In 1983, Don retired after 34 years in the Graphic 
Arts Research Lab at Kodak Park. 

Don and his wife of 44 years, Joyce, have one 
son, one daughter and five grandchildren. Joyce 
has been performing just about all of the typeset- 
ting chores since Don began printing the RAG in 
1961. Over the past 30 years, Don estimates 
600,000 sheets, or approximately 9,000 lbs. of 
paper have been consumed producing this publi- 
cation. Since 1962, he has also been responsible 
for printing the large quantities of flyers and pro- 
grams for the annual Rochester Hamfest, plus 
most of the Hamfest and Flea Market colorful 
tickets and permits. 


Despite the many production obstacles a printer 
is faced with in providing a quality product--and in 
a timely manner, Don has never failed to deliver 
on schedule. This dedication even prompted him 
to invest in a gasoline generator during the power 
outage of last March’s ice storm, in order to meet a 
commitment to the club.

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THE RaRa RAG YEARS AGO

20 YEARS AGO —- FEBRUARY 1972: Within 
this copy was announced the February meeting to 
be a joint meeting with the Kodak Park Radio 
Club in their building 28 recreation hall. The pro- 
gram was a film on NASA’s Apollo Global Com- 
munications network. Local VHF enthusiast 
Chet Owlett, K2OPC, was listed as a SK. (Those 
of us who remember Chet will recall he had the 
lowest frequency voice ever to successfully modu- 
late a transmitter -Ed) With repeaters becoming 
more popular, there being two in the greater 
Monroe County area now, it was important to 
gain recognition in the Western NY and Ontario 
Repeater Council. Russ Schroeder, W2DYY, 
and Gary Greene, WB2KVC, attended represent- 
ing the RRRA. There were two full page letters to 
the editor taking up way too much room on silly 
issues. You could buy a used Collins 75A4 for 
$375.00 from Adirondack’s half page ad. This is 
about the same price for one today. Not bad for 
20 years later. 


40 YEARS AGO -FEBRUARY 1952: Lots of 
news concerning the success of SSB over AM in 
working DX. Local DXer’s getting on SSB are 
W2EB, W2UTH, W2BZN, W2AFQ, W2TTQ 
and W2QCF. RaRa news bulletins were read 
over the air by W2ICE on 3900 Ke and on 
144.13 Mcs by W2ZHB. RaRa’s General Rail- 
way Truck was used for the first time in a city 
communications drill. Participating were: W2’s 
DYD, QYT, OWF, ZZS, TEX, NES, VVG, 
ZHB, SNI. The VHF Group announced record 
contest participation with 30 logs submitted. 
Local winner was W2UTH with 70 contacts and 
4 sections. Beaucaire Inc., on Monroe Avenue, 
offered Philco radios in their long running ad.

BUILD THIS DX POWER SUPPLY 
FOR YOUR HT

There are no doubt times when you, like me, need 
to use your HT at home or in the car for long 
periods of time but don’t want to exhaust your 
batteries. The manufacturers make adapters to 
plug into 12vdc, but the prices aren’t exactly bar- 
gains! There’s another way to do it, and not only 
will you save a few dollars, but you’ll have fun 
building the circuit too. 


Most of the HT manufacturers make alkaline 
battery cases, which are nothing more then empty 
battery cases that fit your radio. If you have an 
older HT and can’t get an empty battery case, you 
may be able to buy (or already have) a battery that 
just won’t hold a charge anymore. In this case, re- 
move the dead nicads and you have the empty 
case. 


The circuit is extremely simple, and all the 
parts can be bought at Radio Shack. An integrated 
voltage regulator is used to provide a constant 
source of dc voltage for the radio. As aconvience, 
an LED is included so you can see when the cir- 
cuit is plugged in. To connect to 12 volts (whichis 
actually 13.8 volts in your car or from a “‘12 volt” 
power supply) you can use a pigtail or a miniature 
phone jack.

SCHEWANC OF THE HT POWER SUPPLY 


The schematic is shown in the figure. The 
LM317T IC is an adjustable voltage regulator. 
The output voltage is set by the values of R1 and 
R2. This particular is set for about 11.5 volts, 
which will allow Yaesu and similar HTs to deliver 
about 5w. If you want to set a different output 
voltage, use 330 ohms for R1 and solve this equa- 
tion: R2 =(Vout/1.25 -1) x 330. For example, to 
get 7.2 vdc out: R2 =(7.2/1.25 -1)x 330 = 1571. 


So, use the standard value of 1500 ohms for R2, 
and you'll be all set. I built the circuit on a piece of 
experimenter board, also from Radio Shack. 
When finished, the circuit board was about l-inch 
square. This easily fits into even the small battery 
cases for the FT-470. To complete the job, I drill- 
ed a small hole for the LED and glued the circuit 


board into the case so that the LED could be seen 
through the hole. Then, I drilled another hole and 
installed a miniature phone connector to bring in 
the unregulated power. 

Now, when I want to use my handheld at home 
for long periods of time, or if I want to use it in the 
car (or a rental when on a trip), I don’t have to 
worry about running the batteries down.

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LEAGUE: FCC “MISSING THE ISSUE’ 
IN SCANNER LAWS 


The FCC has “missed the basic issue”’ in its in- 
quiry into local laws regulating radio receivers, 
the League has said. On June 7, the ARRL 
replied to an FCC Notice of Inquiry, released last 
February, in which the Commission sought more 
information regarding local “‘scanner laws”’ (see 
OST for May, p. 59, and June, p. 61). 


In its NOI (in PR Docket 91-36) the FCC — 
responding to the League’s request for a declara- 
tory ruling — asked questions about conforming 
Amateur Radio equipment to meet a handful of 
local and state laws that prohibit operation of 
radio equipment in automobiles and trucks. 


The League had sought to protect amateurs’ 
freedom to own and to operate from their vehicles 
radios which could be tuned to frequencies other 
than the amateur bands. 


In the extant reply, the League reiterated this 
objective, noting the federal law should preempt 
any municipality or state government from the 
regulation of radio receivers. 


The League once again notes the “‘prototypical- 
ly overboard’’ New Jersey statute that makes it a 
misdemeanor to operate from an automobile any 
radio receiver capable of listening on fire, police, 
municipal, or other “governmental” frequencies — 
unless the user obtains a permit from a govern- 
ment official. 


The reply also notes that an amateur commits a 
misdemeanor merely by carrying an HF trans- 
ceiver through New Jersey in the trunk of his car. 


The League now tells the Commission it be- 
lieves such laws are in conflict with Federal juris- 
diction over radio communication and asks FCC 
to declare them so. 


Since only a few such laws currently exist, 
therefore “‘there is no basis whatsoever’ for con- 
sideration of modifying or “‘type-accepting” ama- 
teur equipment to conform to such laws, a possi- 
bility that is suggested by the issuance of the FCC 
Notice of Inquiry. 

The Tandy Corporation has supported the 
League’s position, in comments filed with the 
FCC on June 7. Tandy in addition “urges the 
Commission to preempt such state statutes and 
local ordinances as they affect not only amateur 
transceivers but also all other types of radio 
equipment, including marine transceivers, scan- 
ners, and other mobile equipment”’. 


Tandy agreed with the League that the Com- 
mission’s questions concerning the possibility of 
modifying or “type accepting’’ all equipment in 
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order to meet the occasional local law “‘serve no 
useful purpose because (federal) preemption will 
moot the need for any such information’. 


On a related note, in Israel in order to legally 
purchase a VHF/UHF scanner radio the Ministry 
of Communications requires the applicant either 
have journalist’s credentials or be a member of the 
Israel Amateur Radio Club, according to the 
publication HaGAL. Tnx ARRL Letter
